Tho shattered windows wore dis- 
covered yesterday at 7:30 o'clock 
when Fatlier Krawley came Into the 
church. Incensed at the vandalism, 
he Immediately notlllcd the sheriff's 
office and posted a rewani of $1,000 
for Information leading to tho arrest 
.*\ and conviction of those guilty. 

"People of all races and creeds 
have -always held church property 
sacred, and those (niilty of this 
malicious desecration should receive 
drastic punishment," Father Frawley 
, said, characterizing tho act as an af- 

front to the entire community. Cath- 
olic and Protestant alike.

Stains Can Be Erased

momenta? Or perhaps there la nn- 
other heap of cIothhiK, which re* 
nulres more than washlnR or mend- 
inK — 11 s»lt on which Junior dumped 
his Turkey droHahiK. or a frock soil- 
ed by baby's too eager hnstc In con- 
voying a spoon of potato and gravy 
to her mouth? 

Never mind, when the llttk' ffar- 
ments are all aparklluRly cloan aKaln.

Stains from meat juice or Kravy art) 
similar to thoae from blood, and so 
boiling water should not \ni \i^od at 
ilrst. as It sets tlie stain.

Sponging with a UttJe byiriwjea 
I>eroxlde. made slightly aikiliae «it2i 
ammonia solution, will often r=--i2ore 
the last stains alter tbt? maia psrt 
lias boon removed by the cold w^tet. 
Apply this carefully, and rinse 
thoroughly afterwards. 

Raw starch mixed to a paste viih 
cold water may be used for stains on 
thick materials, such aa flannel a^d 
blankets. Apply thickly and brusli 
away when it dries. Rei>eat until 
slain is removed. 

if grease spots sllll remain, wash 
in snap and warm water, using a 
naplha or kero.sene soap. Stains 
from tine materials can be romoved 
by the use of absorbents such as 
blotting paper, brown paper, iwwder- 
ed magnesia or white talcum iMJwder. 
Corn meal or salt is effective oa car- 
pets to remove greit-se stains.
